After main- 
taining that rate for 22 months, the 
company began wage reductions.

TOMORROW LAST DAY 
FOR INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Penalties for Failure to File Before 
Deadline; Tax Offices Open 
at Night. ’ 

Tomorrow is the last day on 
which State and Federal income 
taxyreturns for 1933 may be filed 
witZout penalty. Returns put in the 
mail and postmarked up to mid- 
night tomorrow will be accepted. 
The Collector’s office in the Feder- 
al Building, and the offices of the 
city and county assessors will be 
open until 9 o’clock tonight, and 
until midnight tomorrow to receive 
returns. 

Unmarried persons whose in- 
comes exceeded $1000 are required 
to file both State and Federal re- 
turns, while married persons must 
file a State return if their incomes 
exceeded $2000, and a Federal re- 
turn if the income was $2500 or 
more. The State allows a credit 
of $200 for each dependent, and 
the Federal Government a credit 
of $400. 

The State tax must be paid before 
June 1, and at least one-fourth of 
the Federal tax must be submitted 
with the return. The Federal tax be- 
gins at 4 per cent on the first $4000 
of net income. The State tax begins 
at 1 per cent on the first $1000 of 
net income, and ranges up to 4 
per cent, with a special credit of 
$135 on net income over $9000.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Sec- 
retary of the. Interior Ickes, as 
Public Works Administrator, today 
announced that he had sigred a 
contract with Neighborhood Gar- 
dens Inc. of St. Louis for a loan, 
not to exceed $640,000, for the erec- 
tion ‘of Neighborhood Gardens, law- 
‘cost housing unit in St. Louis. The 

money will be available at once. 


The housing project, to provide 
for 250 families, will cover the St, 
Louis city block bounded by Sev- 
enth, Eighth, O’Fallon and Biddle 
streets. The 2stimated cost is $742,- 
000, of which $102,000 has been pro- 
vided by subscriptions in St. Louis. 
It will take from nine month: to a 
year to complete the erection of the 
buildings and will employ about 250 
men, 30 hours a week. The loan, at 
4 per cent interest, provide: for 
amortization in 33 years. 


Site Almost Cleared. 

J. A. Wolf, director of Neighbor- 
hood Association, Nineteenth and 
Wash streets, chief worker for the 
Neighborhood Gardens housing de- 
velopment, said today that work 
should begin within a few weeks. 
The site is now clear except for a 
garage building, which is to be re- 
moved. 

Neighborhood Gardens will be the 
first St. Louis housing development 
on the plan of the workingmen's 
homes in European cities. It was 
planned as a self-liquidating project» 
to be financed chiefly by PWA 
funds. Because of increasing la- 
bor costs, the origina: request for a 
$500,000 loan was increased to 
$640,000, the amount granted, and 
the local financing program was 
increased from $50,000°to $102,000. 
The local investors will receive 
bonds, 

Another Project. 

‘Neighborhood Gardens has no 
connection with the larger hous- 
ing development planned for a 
North St. Louis tract bounded by 
North Market and Tyler streets, 
Tenth street and Blair avenue. That 
is a $4,200,000 project, for 1560 fam- 
ilies, which the Government is be- 
ing asked to finance entirely, and 
to own and operate through a 
board. The City Plan Commission, 
architectural and welfare organiza- 
tions, are backing the North Mar- 
ket street plan. 

The plans for Neighborhood Gar- 
dens were drawn, and the site se- 
lected, after a study made by Wolf, 
two years ago, of the housing de- 
velopments of German cities and 
of Vienna. The bui:dings planned 
will be three stories high, contain- 
ing units of two, three and four 
rooms, at rentals as near as possi- 
ble to those now paid for old build- 
ings in the same area. A bathtub 
and toilet are to be provided in 
every family unit, with basements 
for heating plants only, and with 
laundry facilities in the attic.

When the building was erected, 
in 1846, it was a residence in a 
fashionable part of St. Louis. But 
eight years later commerce had 
invaded that quarter and it was 
converted into a bakery. 

Shortly after the Civil War sole 
ownership was obtained by a part- 
ner, F. W. Henze, who brought with 
him from Germany a formula for 
“pure rye bread” which became 
celebrated. The business remained 
in his family until loss of trade, oc- 
casioned by the shifting of the 
downtown shopping center, rest‘ted 
in its closing.

" “Low wages,” said Ford, “are the 
most costly any employer can pay. 
It’s like using low-grade material

Five years after the $5 wage was 

established in 1914, it was boosted 
to $6.

TOMORROW LAST DAY 
FOR INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Penalties for Failure to File Before 
Deadline; Tax Offices Open 
at Night.’ 

Tomorrow is the last day on 
which State and Federal income 
tax greturns for 1933 may be filed 
witZout penalty. Returns put in the 
mail and postmarked up to mid- 
night tomorrow will be accepted. 
The Collector’s office in the Feder- 
al Building, and the offices of the 
city and county assessors will be 
open until 9 o’clock tonight, and 
until midnight tomorrow to receive 
returns. 

Unmarried persons whose _ in- 

comes exceeded $1000 are required 
to file both State and Federal re- 
turns, while married persons must 
file a State return if their incomes 
exceeded $2000, and a Federal re- 
turn if the income was $2500 or 
more. The State allows a credit 
of $200 for each dependent, and 
the Federal Government a credit 
of $400. 
The State tax must be paid before 
June 1, and at least one-fourth of 
the Federal tax must be submitted 
with the return. The Federal tax be- 
gins at 4 per cent on the first $4000 
of net income. The State tax begins 
at 1 per cent on the first $1000 of 
net income, and ranges up to 4 
per cent, with a special credit of 
$135 on net income over $9000.

Signing Contract With 
Neighborhood Gardens, 
Inc.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes, as 
Public Works Administrator, today 
announced that he had sigred a 
contract with Neighborhood Gar- 
dens Inc. of St. Louis for a loan, 
not to exceed $640,000, for the erec- 
tion ‘of Neighborhood Gardens, low- 
‘cost housing unit in St. Louis. The 
money will be available at once. 
The housing project, to provide 
for 250 families, will cover the St, 
Louis city block bounded by Sev- 
enth, Eighth, O’Fallon and Biddle 
streets. The 2stimated cost is $742,- 
000, of which $102,000 has been pro- 
vided by subscriptions in St. Louis. 
It will take from nine month:z to a 
year to complete the erection of the 
buildings and will employ about 250 
men, 30 hours a week. The loan, at 
4 per cent interest, provide: for 
amortization in 33 years. 


Site Almost Cleared. 
J. A. Wolf, director of Neighbor- 
and 
Wash streets, chief worker for the. 
Neighborhood Gardens housing de- 
velopment, said today that work 
should begin within a few weeks. 
The site is now clear except for a 
garage building, which is to be re- 
moved. 

Neighborhood Gardens will be the 
first St. Louis housing development 
on the plan of the workingmen's 
homes in European cities. It was 
planned as a self-liquidating project» 
to be financed chiefly by PWA 
funds. Because of increasing la- 
bor costs, the origina: request for a 
$500,000 loan was increased to 
$640,000, the amount granted, and 
the local financing program was 
increased from $50,000°to $102,000. 
The local investors will receive 
bonds. 

Another Project. 

Neighborhood Gardens has no 
connection with the larger hous- 
ing development planned for a 
North St. Louis tract bounded by 
North Market and Tyler streets, 
Tenth street and Blair avenue. That 
is a $4,200,000 project, for 1560 fam- 
ilies, which the Government is be- 
ing asked to finance entirely, and 
to own and operate through a 
board. The City Plan Commission, 
architectural and welfare organiza- 
tions, are backing the North Mar- 
ket street plan. 

The plans for Nelatbueheos Gar- 
dens were drawn, and the site se- 
lected, after a study made by Wolf, 
two years ago, of the housing de- 
velopments of German cities and 
of Vienna. The bui:dings planned 
will be three stories high, contain- 
ing units of two, three and four 
rooms, at rentals as near as possi- 
ble to those now paid for old build- 
ings in the same area. A bathtub 
and toilet are to be provided in 
every family unit, with basements 
for heating plants only, and with 
laundry facilities in the attic.

Costner a State Witness. 

Costner confessed participation in 
the crime, turned State’s evidence, 
and in the two trials pointed out 
members of the Touhy gang as the 
plotters in the Factor case. 

Banghart, denying the kidnaping, 
presented an alibi defense even 
after Factor, Costner and “Buck” 
Henrichsen, policeman turned Tou- 
hy gangster, identified him as one 
of the abductors. 

Factor, in his testimony, pointed

Factor disclosed today that all 
the kidnapers might be alive and /| 
free if they had accepted an offer 
by him of $50,000 for his release a 
few hours after he was kidnaped. 

“They wouldn’t be decent about 
it,” Factor said. “They abused me 
for 12 days, kicked and beat me, 
and threatened me with death. 
They drove my wife and family al- 
most insane with worry. 

“That’s the reason I prosecuted 
them. If they had been decent to 
me, I would have arranged for a 
$50,000 payment ‘and kept my mouth 
shut. They wanted $200,000 and 
they finally got $70,000—and look 
what has happened to them.” 

Factor said he wanted to pay the 
ransom and say nothing because 
he believed publicity might hurt 
his fight against extradition to 
Great Britain. 

His reason for fighting extradi- 
tion, Factor said, was that if he 
were convicted in England, even if 
he were freed on probation, immi- 
gration laws would prevent his re- 
turn to America and his family. 
Factor is a citizen of Great Britain.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt -has ordered a de- 


tailed and comprehensive survey 


of every aspect of American avia- 
tiom designed to give the United 
States a unified air policy. | 
Every governmental division in 
any way interested in aeronautical 
questions is to be called on to 
make a study and report so the en- 


- tire matter can be studied by an 


individual, or commission, for crea- 
tion of an up-to-date co-ordinated 
plan. 

President Roosevelt is satisfied 
the present governmental aeronatu- 
tical set-up does not work and has 
determined that a definite, efficient, 
workable plan of unified control be 
worked out and put into practice. 

The special committee named by 
Secretary of War Dern and head- 
ed by Major-General H. A. Drum, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, has ai- 
ready started a survey of the Army 
Air Corps with particular refer- 
ence, at the present time, to the 
carrying of air mail by the army. 

Other surveys, to be worked into 
the unified and co-ordinated plan, 
are to be made by the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, Department of Com- 
merce, Customs and Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

Orville Wright, aviation pioneer, 
today informed Secretary Dern 
that, because of illness, he would be 
unable to serve on the special com- 
mittee. 

Col. Clarence Chamberlin, trans- 
Atlantic flyer, telegraphed his ac- 
ceptance to the War Department 
and let it be known he would come 
to Washington whenever the com- 
mittee meets. 

No answer has been received 
from Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, the 
third civilian member of the com- 
mittee. 

The President, it is understood, 
will make no definite move to re- 
organize any of the present govern- 
mental air units, including’ the 
Army Air Service, until he has the 
comprehensive report on every 
phase of aeronautics he has_ re- 
quested. It was definitely stated 
the White House had no immediate 
plans for the organization of a sep- 
arate air corps. 

Major-General Benjamin Loulois, 
Chief of the Air Corps, started a 
survey of the army air mail routes 
with a view to determining when 
the army could safely resume fly- 
ing the mail, and the Senate Post- 
office Committee continued its hear- 
ings on the permanent air mail 
bill designed to turn the air mail 
back to private aviation. The com- 
mittee decided to ask Lindbergh, 
Chamberlin, William Mitchell and 

Eddie Rickenbacker to give their 
views on the bill.

Good of the In- 
surance Department; that at the 
meeting various criticisms of the 
company’s management, which are 
the basis of charges in the pend- 
ing suit, were discussed and he got 
the impression O’Malley was sat- 
isfied with the explanations. 

He told of another board meet- 
ing Nov. 29, with O’Malley pres- 
ent, and he said the board agreed 
to all the demands O’Malley then 
made. Mays was to eliminate him- 
self from manegement of the in- 
surance company and O’Malley was 
to name at least two directors; 
O’Malley was to assist in reopening 
the Grand National Bank, which 
Mays controlled, and was to name 
some of its directors.

NEW TYPE OF CRUISER 
LAUNCHED BY JAPAN 


Vessel of 8500 Toris to Carry 
Fifteen 6.1-Inch 
Guns. 


KURE, Japan, March 14.—The 
new Japanese cruiser Mogami was 
launched with great ceremony 
here today. 

The Mogami, laid down in Octo- 
ber, 1931, is an 8500-ton “light” 
cruiser, first of a class of six, 
either building or projected for 
early construction. 

-When completed, 18 months or 
two years hence, the cruiser will 
be the most powerful ship of its 
class afloat. Four cruisers which 
the United States navy is building 
were laid down only last August, 
and will not be completed until the 
Mogami and a sister ship have 
been in operation at least a year. 

The London naval treaty divided 
cruisers into § two 
A-class being those carrying guns 
of more than 6.1 inches caliber and 
not more than 8 inches; and B-class 
those carrying guns of 6.1 inches 
or less. 

The displacement limit is 10,000 
tons for each category. The Mo- 
gami is the first B-class cruiser 
Japan has built since the London 
treaty was concluded. The main 
armament will consist of 15 guns 
of 6.1 inches arrayed in five triple 
turrets. 

Naval experts of other nations 
have expressed doubt that the Jap- 
anese could put such gunpower on 
such a small displacement, but the 
Japanese are confident they have 
done it. 

The Mogami’s secondary arma- 
ment will consist of eight 5-inch 
anti-aircraft guns, six machine 
guns and 12 torpedo tubes, far 
more than any other vessel of the 
class now carries. 

It is designed for a speed of 33' 
knots. The vessel is 625 feet long, 
only five feet less than the length 
of the Maya, newest of the Japa- 
nese A-class cruisers, and 59% feet 
in beam, only three feet less than 
the Maya. The engines will develop 
90,000 horsepower, 10,000 less than 
the Maya. The cost is estimated 
at $12,500,000. )

154,000 SLUM DWELLINGS 


1428 Local Clearance Schemes _iave 
Been Approved for England 
and Wales.

LONDON, March 14—The Gov- 

ernment’s huge give-year plan for 
rehabilitating the London slums re- 
ceived new impetus last night, 
spurred by plans of the Labor 
Council-elect. Figures issued by the 
Ministry of Health show that 1428 
local clearance schemes have been 
approved for England and Wales. A 
slum population of 1,187,000 will be 
re-housed and 154,000 slum dwell- 
ings will be demolished. 
'An additional 288 schemes are 
under consideration and it is esti- 
mated that when the five-year plan 
has run its course 300,000 replace- 
ment houses will be constructed 
under the most sweeping slum- 
clearance scheme ever undertaken 
in Britain. The total cost .f the 
replacement houses is estimated at 
$575,000,000, to which the national 
exchequer will contribute $330,000,- 
000. Subsidies will be distributed 
over a period of 40 years.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Thd 
administration proposed to Cone 
press yesterday that a new ship 
subsidy plan be substituted gradu- 
ally for the existing ocean 
system. 

The proposal was transmitted ta 
Congress by Secretary of Commerce 
Roper. It suggested an outright 
subsidy, accomplished “if possible 
through mutual agreement to pre- 
vent demoralization of the indus- 
try.” 

Roper said he hoped Congress 
would pass legislation this session 
to carry out the recommendations, 

A report of the Shipping Board 
Bureau recommended that money, 
for the subsidy be provided direct~- 
ly from the Treasury instead of 
being put out by some other branch 
of the Government. The ocean mail 
contracts are paid by the Postoffice 
Department. An interdepartmental 
committee of experts, drawn from 
the Commerce, State, Treasury and 
Navy Departments would adminis- 
ter the plan. 

The Shipping Board committed 
recommended that subsidies not be 
granted to more than one line op~ 
erating on the same route unlesd 
the business volume justified it. 

Instead of the long contract sys 
tem under which the rates of pay, 
are fixed, the administration rec 
ommended the new contracts bed 
flexible enough to vary with 
thanges in commerce and other 
conditions. 

The Roper report said subsidies 
should be divided into classifica~- 
tions for a construction differential 
subsidy, an operating differential 
subsidy, a trade penetration sub- 
sidy, and a fourth group governed 
by foreign subsidized competition 
and similar factors.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Pres-

Status of the Cotton Share-Cropper. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


AM glad the Post-Dispatch ‘s calling 
attention to the unfortunate plight of 
cotton share-croppers under the AAA 


iy crop-reduction plan. 


Conditions in the cotton section of 
Southeast Missouri are very much the 
same as in Arkansas. My farm is on a 
main highway. Accordingly, for the last 
two months I have been besieged by hun- 
dreds of croppers seeking “location.” I 
have spent many hours talking with ap- 
‘plicants. I have been interested to know 
whether they were croppers who were 
being forced off land because of crop re- 
duction and in violation of provisions 
written into the land owners’ agreement 


with the AAA. 


I have not found much evidence of 
this. It is in most cases very much to 
the land owner’s own interest to keep 
the usual number of croppers and reduce 
as 
contemplated in his reduction contract. 
This is because, on the more productive 
land, the share-cropper can always grow 
more cotton than he can pick before bad 
weather lowers the grade and value of 


the acreage of each proportionately, 


the staple. The grower is glad to escape 
the usual scramble for outside pickers in 
the fall by reducing the acreage allotted 
to each cropper. 

But if it is true, as I am led to believe, 
that croppers are not being forced off 
unfairly in a wholesale manner, this is 
not to deny that many hundreds of thou- 
sands of cotton workers throughout the 
South are without means of support. 
The situation is not essentially at vari- 
ance with that described in your article, 
and earlier by Norman Thomas. It should 
be understood that by no means all cotto0n 
workers are cotton “croppers.” In and 
around every village, town or city of the 
cotton country there is a numerous Ne- 
gro population which chooses not to put 
in share crops, but to chop cotton for day 
’ Wages in the spring and pick cotton by 
* the hundred in the fall. And quite fre- 
quently these unattached workers fare 
' about as well as the share-croppers them- 
selves. They sometimes command my 
admiration by the expert manner in 
which they force up the rate of pay for 
their services at the two peak-load peri- 
ods of the cotton season. 

But it is these more or less casual 
workers who are hit hardest by the crop 
reduction. They were hit hard last fall 
after the “plow-up,” because the picking 
season was shortened. They. are appre- 
hensive now for this coming season, and 
with good reason. Consequently, most of 
them are scrambling for share crops. 

I am quite sure that it is difficult for 
the Northerner to understand the cotton 
share-crop system. I do not like it alto- 
gether. But there is much to be said 
for as well as against it. I have yet to 
hear of an alternative plan that appears 
workable. I have 18 Negro croppers with 
their families. Most of them have been 
with me a good many years. I spend a 
good part of my life with them, because 
I am my own foreman. I like them enor- 
mously. If I have their good will and 
high regard, then I am @eeply gratified, 
because they have rare aptitude as read- 
ers of character. I have learned a great 
deal from them. . 

Most of them are really prosperous in 
a comparative way. They are not har- 
assed by insecurity. I think they have 
no complaint of the share-crop system. I 
know what they ardently desire—a fair 
price for cotton. They are puzzled a lit- 
tle by the reduction program, but they 
are just as willing as I am to go along 
with the AAA because we both want a 
fair price for cotton. - THAD SNOW.

It must cease to dally with 
a situation that is in a fair way to get out of hand. 
American business is not unlike business anywhere 
else. It will take what it can. The acquisitive in- 
stinct is what chiefly characterizes all those engaged 
in business. The Government has gone a long way 
for business. It has permitted the trade associations 
despite the anti-trust laws. Has business done any- 
thing in return for the Government? Has business 
acknowledged its obligation for privileges accorded 
it under the Recovery Act? 

In some instances, it has. In the main, it has not. 
What, then, is the responsibility of the Government? 
We have learned in the depression that only gov- 
ernment can serve the ends of the whole people. It 
is why we have government. Government is some 
thing that has come down to us through the centuries 
as a consequence of social necessity. The Government 
of the United States is impelled in this emergency 
by the best thought of the nation. It should set its 
face sternly to its task. The opponents of the NRA 
are divided into a dozen camps. Only the support 
behind the Recovery Act constitutes a solid body of 
American thought. All the rest is too idealistic, too, 
reactionary or too revolutionary. 

Perhaps failure of the NRA to play its part well 
in the first year of the New Deal is no more than 
could have been expected. No more powerful habit 
of thought ever held a people in its vicelike grip 
than the psychosis of absolute power has held indus 
try and commerce in the United States. Every inch 
that has been gained by labor has been bitterly, often- 
times bloodily, contested. Every gain that has been 
scored for the consuming masses has been wrenched 
away by the sheer power of popular resentment. 
Whole decades have passed without one single vic- 
tory upon the side of all those who look for their 
bread to those who control the profit system. 

The only real headway made in this field during 
the first year of the New Deal was made upon the 
intellectual side. While the greedy profiteers of the 
nation were growling with resentment over what was 
happening, the brains of the nation were applaud- 
ing. The United States Supreme Court is the test of 
what happened. It is marching with the people. But 
intellectualism is always ahead of materialism. We 
yield in thought long before we yield in fact. Human- 
kind follows in the footsteps of prophecy, but its 
pace is slower. The men whose convictions converged 
in the Recovery Act are one thing; those who are 
making the NRA the chief obstacle to recovery are 
something else. The one typifies progress; the other 
stands doggedly for the status quo. Historically, the 
spectacle of the profit taker clutching all that he 
has does not diffgr from that of three-quarters of a 
century ago, when the slave owner clung tenaciously 
to all he had. We are human beings. Human beings 
are greedy, covetous, selfish. 

It was impossible that NRA should keep pace with 
the rest of the recovery program in the first year. 
It has been comparatively easy to take the United 
States off the gold standard, to devalue the dollar, 
to expand the national credit and give the people 
work. Those things lie in the domain of govern- 
mental initiative. They need only the right leadership 
instantly. to be afoot. Not so with the postulate laid 
down- by NRA, which proposed to give-labor the right 
to bargain collectively, a shorter week at the expense 
of capital, a better wage at the expense of dividends— 
in short, a better balance of power between labor and 
capital. How was such an evolution to be brought 
about? By merely asking capital to do these things 
as matters of enlightened self-interest? Certainly not. 
There are capitalists who are capable of enlightened 
self-interest. One can no more indict all capital than 
one can indict a nation; but it is trie that capital 
will yield all along the line only when the Govern- 
ment forces it to do so. 

The second year of the New Deal can be made bet- 
ter than the first. It can be made to open the way 
to a better and a happier America, an America 
whose wealth is enjoyed by all the people, in which 
initiative can always claim its due reward, in which 
what was once lopsided can be happily balanced. 
It is for the Government to say. It must set the 
standard at which business is to function, make the 
chiseler live up to it and the profiteer come down 
to it. 
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IF HE HAD BEEN SMART. 
“If Samuel Insul] had been smart,” so the Wash- 
ington Merry-Go-Round tells it, he cOuld have hopped 
across the border into Albania and been forever be- 
yond the reach of Uncle Sam’s extraditing arm. 
It would once have been lese majeste, possibly high 
treason, to intimate that Samuel Insull wasn’t smart. 
But that’s all over now. The hypothesis, indeed, 
might go further. If the man had really been smart, 
he never would have erected-the gargoyled castle 
of cards known as the Insull set-up—a monstrosity 
that was bound to crash, depression or no depression. 
He never would have been a fugitive, pitifully seek- 
ing to escape the consequences of his arrogance and 
folly and colossal fraudulency. 
Now he no longer enjoys “the poor renown of be- 
ing smart.” There are a good many other ex-im- 
portants, too, but Insull will, we suspect, be awarded 
the aphelion of deflation, without dissent.

We did not believe that the first amendment to 
the Constitution had been repealed by the Recovery 
Act. We did not suppose that, had it been so re- 
pealed, it could be restored by a mere clause in a 
mere code.

In short, we declined to be either jumpy, fat-headed 
or hypocritical about the matter. 
However, the Chicago Tribune professes to be dis- 
appointed in our attitude, and professes to think that 
it was the result of under-payment or “malnutri- 
tion.” We say “professes,” because it is difficult to 
take either profession seriously. 
It may be that under-payment would impel a news- 
paper man to expose such humbug as the “freedom 
of the press” clause. We. wouldn’t know about that. 
But in at least one celebrated instance, it had a dif- 
ferent effect. When the Tribune’s star crime reporter, 
Jake Lingle, became dissatisfied with his salary of 
$65 a week, he proceeded to supplement it by selling 
protection to gangsters. When he failed to deliver, 
they killed him. | 
On the bare chance that the Tribune plans to con- 
tinue its study of law and morals, we commend the 
foregoing facts and circumstances to its thoughtful 
consideration. 
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THE ARMY AVIATION INQUIRY. 

The deplorable tragedies which marked the army’s 
three-week career in carrying the air mail will not 
have been in vain if the country’s expectations of 
the investigating committee, appointed by Secretary 
of War Dern, are borne out. The new board in- 
cludes high military authorities who made a survey 
ef the air corps last summer, and aviation leaders 
in whom the people have the greatest confidence. 
From Orville Wright, Col. Lindbergh and Clarence 
Chamberlin have come the most notable contribu- 
tions to our aviation progress. Their counsel will be 
invaluable in helping carry out Mr. Roosevelt’s re 
quest that the training of army flyers be extended 
to remove the deficiencies disclosed in the air mail] 
experience. There is required, first of all, a receptive 
attitude by army authorities. This may be taken for 
granted, in view of their duty to maintain the avia- 
tion service at the highest possible state of efficiency. 
That the military flyers’ curriculum should be ex- 
tended has become obvious. The committee can ac- 
complish a national service by pointing out the spe 
cific needs and the means of meeting them. 
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A HAPPY DISCOVERY. 

Nothing could be more fortunate than the discov- 
ery, for it is just that, that the Board of Education 
owns the ground on which the Eugene Field house 
stands and that the lease on the property expires 
next year, when it will revert to the control of the 
board. With the board last night rescinding its vote 
of a month ago, when it unwittingly authorized the 
destruction of the house by granting Con P. Curran, 
sub-lessee, to remove structures on its ground to make 
way for a parking lot, there now can be no doubt 
about the preservation of this historic old dwelling.

Panama’s Gold 


HE United States, it seems, is bound by 
T treaty to pay annually to the Republic 

of Panama for the rental of the Canal 
Zone $250,000 in gold coin at the old price 
of $20.67 an ounce. Recently it attempted 
to make the 1934 payment in the new 
dollars with gold valued at $35 an ounce. 
Panama has refused the payment and asks 
for the full weight of gold stipulated in 
the treaty. If these are all the essential 
facts in the case, there ought never to have 
been any hesitation about making the full 
gold payment to Panama. 

Such a payment, made in fulfillment of 
an international treaty, would establish no 
precedent, legal or moral, for reviving the 
gold clause in domestic bonds and other 
contracts. In fact, it could be made the 
occasion for clarifying the principle on 
which Congress acted when it abrogated the 
gold clause last spring. The incident pro- 
vides an excellent opportunity for a candid 
examination of a measure which has 
troubled a large number of sincere men, 

The Constitution grants to Congress the 
power “to coin money and regulate the 
value thereof.” This is a power which all 
sovereign governments possess. Now what 
is this power to regulate the value of 
money? It is the power to determine what 
can legally be offered in payment of an 
obligation. Money is money only if it is 
legal tender. What, for example, gives 
value to a dollar bill? It is not the paper 
of which it is made, It is not the ink or 
the engraving. It is the fact that the 
courts will recognize it as lawful payment 
for taxes, debts, contracts. 

If I owe you a dollar and offer you a 
dollar bill, you must take the dollar. bill. 
You cannot say, “I do not like that dollar 
bill.” No court will compe] me to pay you 
anything but a dollar bill. The dollar bill 
is money because it will discharge a debt. 


It is this power to discharge a debt that 
transforms metallic gold into money. People 
often talk as if gold had some kind of 
absolute value. It hasn’t. Suppose that 
Congress passed a law, as it could under 
the Constitution, declaring that gold was 


_ no longer money. If other governments did . 


the same thing, gold would lose a large 
part of its value-and would be worth what 
it would bring under the law of supply and 
demand for ornaments and commercial use. 
Gold, in other words, is so valuable be- 
cause governments have made it money, 
that is to say, receivable in payment of 
obligations. Silver was once like gold, spe- 
cially valuable because it was lawful money. 
When silver was demonetized in the West- 
ern world, it lost a large part of its value. 
The power of a sovereign government to 
determine what is legal tender for obliga- 
tions is binding upon everyone within the 


‘jurisdiction of that government. The trouble 


with the gold clause was that it attempted 
to limit the constitutional power of Con- ; 
gress to regulate the value of money. In 
the case of states, cities, corporations or in- 
dividuals, the gold clause was really a piece 
of constitutional impertinence, a usurpation 
of power that is specifically vested in Con- 
gress. The fact that these gold clauses 
existed for a long time does not affect the 


principle; they were an attempt to deprive | 
‘ a § t * 
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Congress of a power that Congress cannot 
surrender, that no one can take from Con- 
gress, as long as’ the Constitution stands 
unamended, 

It is not within the rights of a state or 
of any citizen to determine what shall be 
legal tender. That right is vested in Con- 
gress and in Congress alone, and if the 
issue had been faced clearly, the courts 
ought to have held all these gold clauses 
unconstitutional,

The case of the Federal bonds is not quite 
so. clear. Here the question is whether a 
particular administration and a particular 


Congress can make a promise which in-, 


volves the abdication of the power of Con- 
gress under Section 8 of the Constitution. | 

Morally, this is a close question, and 
honest men will disagree. It presents a 
dilemma which arises from a mistaken 
policy in the past. The promise is one 
which should never have been made, is re- 
pugnant to the spirit of the Constitution 
and is contrary to the practice of other 
governments of equal financial standing. 
Nevertheless, the promise was made, and 
the repudiation of a promise is always an 
ugly business. In principle, it can be de- 
fended only on the ground that it is the 
abrupt correction of a past mistake. As a 
practical matter, it can readily be ex- 
tenuated. 

It can. be pointed out that, had the 
Federal Government abrogated the gold 
clause in state and private obligations, 


which it clearly had the right to do, and yet. 


maintained its own gold clause, it would 


- have enhanced its own credit violently at 


the expense of all other credit. It would 
have been impracticable and unjust to have 
private and local government debts payable 
at 60 cents gold and Federal debts at 100 
cents gold, 

It can be pointed out that no Federal 
bonds were ever offered for sale to anyone 
outside the United States, and that, unlike 


the British, French or German dollar loans, . 


the Federal bonds are entirely domestic ob- 
ligations. It can be pointed out that, in 
actual putchasing power, the new gold 
dollar is still far more, valuable than the 
gold dollar which was given the Govern- 
ment by the great majority of the pur- 
chasers of United States bonds. ~

But when it comes to a debt fixed by in- 
ternational treaty, as is our debt to Pan- 
ama, it seems to me absolutely clear that 
the American Congress has no power what- 
ever to determine what is legal tender. The 
American Co may decide what is 
legal tender for debts in the United States, 
Only the Congress of Panama can deter- 
mine what is legal tender in Panama. 

The sole ground on which we could de- 
cline to pay Panama the full weight of gold 
stipulated in the treaty, or its equivalent, 
would be sheer incapacity to pay. We can 
pay, of course, We ought, therefore, to pay 
promptly. To make our position clear, it 
might be a good idea to ship the actual 
gold to Panama. In doing'that, we shall be 
clarifying the principle under which we 
have been acting, that each sovereign Pow- 
et has the right to determine what is legal 
tender for debts within its jurisdiction. |

FOR TRAFFIC SAFETY 


Named to Reduce Hazards and 
Improve Law Enforce- 
- ment System. 


A committee of 15 was appoint- 
ed last night by Mayor Dickmann 
to make a detailed survey of all 
factors affected by traffic be o 


the system of enforcing traffic 
laws. The committee was named 
at a safety conference at the Rac- 

et Club, sponsored by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri. A seven 
point program prepared by the Au- 
tomobile Club was indorsed at the 
meeting. 

The need for increased activity 
Yn enforcing safety measures was 
shown in a report on traffic acci- 
dents in St. Louis last year by 
Frank J. McDevitt, director of the 
Department of Streets and Sewers. 
His report, based partly on data 
obtained by CWA employes, showed 
that comparatively few accidents 
were caused by mechanical defects. 
There were 8064 automobile acci- 
dents, resulting in the death of 145 
‘and the injury of 4324 persons. In 
986 accidents the driver had been 
drinking. Left turns were respon- 
sible for 724 accidents. Pedestrians 
injured included 392 who were 
crossing street intersections and 90 
who emerged from between parked 
cars. Seventy-eight children were 
injured when playing in streets or 
alleys. 

Accidents Increasing. 

Drivers who fled figured in 476 
accidents but only 9 per cent of 
those who hit pedestrians were 
caught. About one-third of those 
who struck other vehicles were ar- 
rested. 

A supplementary report indicated 
traffic accidents were increasing. 
‘Accidents last January increased 
23 per cent as compared with those 
in the first month of 1933 and last 
month’s accidents were 16 per cent 
greater than in the preceding Feb- 
ruary. 

Accidents in which the driver of 
the automobile had been drinking 
increased 38 per cent in January, 
as compared with that in January, 
1933, and last month 4.54 per cent 
as compared with the record of 
February, 1933. The January in- 
crease in the number of drivers 
suffering from acute alcoholism 
was 125 per cent and last month’s 
84 per cent. 

The report emphasized the need 
of automatic traffic signals on wid- 
ened streets, especially on Market 
street, which it stated could be pro- 
vided with signals for $28,000 or 
about one per cent of the bond is- 
- money expended for widening 

t. 
Favors Traffic Lanes. 

Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Hay both urged traffic vio- 
lators to stop trying to have their 
cases “fixed” in court. The Mayor 
suggested traffic lanes be estab- 
lished on busy thoroughfares dur- 
ing rush hours and an ordinance 
be adopted compelling slow-moving 
trucks to keep out of the middle of 
the street. 

Hay urged the enactment of a 
driver’s license law, which would 
provide for mental and physical 
examination as well as an inquiry 
into financial responsibility. He 
emphasized the need for adoption 
of “a stern and vigorous course 
with respect to drinking and 
drunken drivers.”

So it is 
of more than passing interest to 
learn that while fourteen thousand 
and five hundred ‘were accidentally 
killed in all the industrial plants 
in the United States in 1933, twen- 
ty-nine thousand and five hundred 
persons lost their lives in home ac- 
cidents. There is indeed “no place 
like home,”—for accidents. 


Continuing a search of the Na- 
tional Safety Council figures for 
the past year we find that forty- 
three per cent of home fatalities 
were due to falls, that by caution 
and care could have been largely 

» eliminated. Standing on chairs, es- 
pecially rockers, on frail. boxes, 
crates and barrels, and on insecure 
stepladders is responsible for many 
such accidents. An upturned barrel 
frequently has nothing to hold the 
head in but @ few weak nails. Seri- 
ous, even fatal injuries have re- 
sulted from falling only two or 
three feet. Many stepladders are 
of faulty design or poor materials. 
Some are provided with a folding 
shelf for holding a’ bucket of wa- 
ter. It is dangerous to stand on 
this shelf. Falls are also due to a 
lack of proper facilities. Falls down 
stairways may result from lack of 
a handrail, the presence of sharp 
turns or narrow treads. Many falls 
are caused by slipping on polished 
floors, and slpping on wet or icy 
porches or steps. Rubber heels un- 
less of the anti-slip type, offer lit- 
tle protection on slippery pave- 
ments. 


Small rugs placed at the bottom 
or top of stairs are particularly 
dangerous, since in such places per- 
sons step with 
considerable hori- 
zontal thrust.Such 
rugs may be fast- 
ened to the floor. 
About a hundred 
and twenty thou- 
sand persons are 
injured every year 
by falling in bath- 
tubs. Objects left 
lying on the floor 
or on chairs are 
dangerous to chil- 
dren and adults 
alike. 

Nineteen per 
cent of the home 
fatalities last year 
are chargeable to burns and scalds 
and explosions. More children die 
from burns and from scalding than 
any kind of accidental injury. St. 
Louis follows fairly closely national 
experiences. It is obvious then why 
the St. Louis Safety Council is con-' 
tinually warning against torn car- 
pets, loose rugs on slick floors and 
stair landings and why it tells 
Junior to put his roller skates away, 
and also why it reminds mothers to 
turn pot handles to the back of the 
stove, not to leave tubs of hot wa- 
ter on the floor and not to have 
table cloths where creeping babies 
can pull them off together with the 
soup bowl or coffee pot full of hot 
liquids. ; 


“If we are to do what we can to 
save these little lives,” says the edi- 
tor of Safety at Home, a magazine 
published by the National Safety 
Council, “we must realize at once 
that practically all accidents to 
children can be prevented. Thought- 
less neglect and careless and dis- 
orderly habits on the part of adults 
are the causes of most of these ac- 
cidents. Curiosity on the child’s 
part often leads him into danger- 
ous places. It is the duty of every 
older person to set an example to 
children and show them how to do 
things safely.” 


The St. Louis Safety Council has 
made extensive investigation of 
home accidents, their causes and

While it has been impossi- 
ble to get a complete knowledge of 
all home accidents the local Safety 
Council has followed up on all fa- 
talities and during the year from 
May, 1932, to May, 1983, it studied 
in detail the accidents which were 
treated in the four. City Dispén- 
saries and at City Hospitals No. 1 
and No. 2. Through the co-opera- 
tion of the dispensary heads and 
hospital superintendents the coun- 
cil received a 
daily report on all 
treatments of pa- 
tients who have 
4 been victims of 
accidents and

During last year 

2899 persons were 

treated at the twu 

city hospitals for 

accidental injur- 

ies. These persons 

spent a total of 

16,254% days in 

the hospital. This 
is equivalent to 56 

beds being occupied for an entire 
year. At that time the cost of treat- 
ment was figured at $3 a day per 


‘| person, which was a net cost and 


no ‘allowance being added for plant 
investment or overhead. The total 
direct cost, therefore for treatment 
of accident victims in these two 
hospitals was practically $50,000. In 
St. Louis last year there were only 
85 more persons killed by motor 
vehicle accidents than by home ac- 
cidents. In the previous year’ home 
fatalities led motor vehicle deaths 
by 26. 

The St. Leuis Safety Council is 
spreading the gospel of home safe- 
ty through the schools, through the 
women’s clubs and various organ- 
ized groups. It has what is called a 
Careful Children's Club. This group 
has almost half a million members 
from almost every state in the Un- 
ion and from some foreign coun-

These are the doubles which 
are the most productive of large 
penalties at a low bidding level. 
These rewards come when your 
partner can leave in the double for 
business or when the opening bid- 
der or his partner rescue each other 
and get into deeper mire, with 
“doubles to the right of them, dou- 
bles to the left of them.” 


Two Bidding Situations Give Scope 
for a Deductive Double. 

(a) If the player on your left 
opens with one in a suit, and the 
next two players pass, now you are 
in a position to make a deductive 


double. You do not need a big 
hand to do so. You know three 
things: 


1. The opening bidder cannot go 
for game on his 18 cards; he did 
not bid a no trump or two no 
trumps or two or three in a suit. 
He bid one in a suit. Playing 
against certain other systems, you 
can judge the limitations of his 
hand far more closely than if he is 
playing my system. 

2. Your partner was not strong 
enough for a distributional double: 
but he also was not weak enough 
to be afraid of the hand or he 
would, if he had a safety spot, have 
made a strategic double. He prob- 
ably has something in short-suited 
form. Probably he has quite some 
strength in the opener’s suit, espe- 
cially if you are short and weak 
in it. 

3. The opponent on your right 
must be very weak to pass the 
opening bid. Modern bidding meth- 
ods do not require much to keep 
it open with a no trump. He can 
have little in high cards and is not 
likely to be able.to improve or res- 
cue the bid if your partner leaves 
the double in. 

The Other Situation. 

(b) The bidding is: Hast—One in 
a suit. South—Pass. West—One no 
trump. North—Pass. East—Pass. 

Now you, in the south position, 
are in a position to make a deduc- 
tive double if your cards give an 
justification. West could only bi 
a no trump in response to the open- 
ing bid; the opening bidder passed 
this response. Plainly your part- 


ner must have a fair hand, other- 


wise why have the cpponents signed 
off so promptly? If his hand is 
aggressive in type, your side must 
have a sure part score in the right 
contract, which you will reach if 
you double. If his hand is defen- 
sive he can probably leave the 
double in, and you can collect a 
nice penalty. 

I have seen penalties of 2000 
points result from a double of one 
no trump left in for business in 
this manner and also from suit 
bids of one where the deduction 
double was made by the third hand 
after two passes, and his partner 
had trumps over_the declarer and 
passed. A deductive double is, from 
its position and its motivation, very 
different from a double made im- 
mediately over the opening bidder, 
and the penalty aspect looms very 
large. In both situations, the player 
on the opening bidder’s left has 
passed, so there is no risk that he 
holds a freak hand of aggressive 
type, or else he would have doubled 
immediately—either for defensive 
barricade purposes or, if very 
strong, as a preliminary to a subse- 
quent force. Anyway, he would 
have doubled. -The opponents hav- 
ing shown weakness, that partner 
is really marked with quite a few 
high cards, presumably in short- 
suited form. The question is wheth- 
er he is sitting over the opening 
bidder with fength and strength— 
K J x x at least—in that suit. His 
holding in the opener’s suit will 
decide him whether to pass for 
business or to respond to the dou- 
ble in the usual way. In situation 
(b) the fact that the doubler dou- 
bled only on his second opportunity 
tells the same story. His hand was 
not suitable for an immediate 
strategic double nor strong enough, 
if of that type, for a distributional 
double until he knew that his left- 
hand opponent was weak. Usually, 
therefore, a deductive double leads 
either to a low-level penalty or to a 
part score. In situation (b), the 
former aspect is very prominent. 
So often they cannot stand one no 
trump doubled, and the “S. O. 8. 
redoubles” and rescues start—rais- 
ing the level to two. |

*The procession is led by the ush- 
ers, walking two and two, followed 
by the bridesmaids, also walking 
two and two. Then in turn come 
the maids of honor, matrons of 
honor, flower girls, if there be 
such, and finally the bride leaning 
on her father’s right arm. During 
‘the progress of the party, up the 
aisle the minister comes from the 
vestry and takes his place behind 
or in front of the altar, according 
to the denomination, and is fol- 
lowed by the groom, with the best 
man at his right, who walks to 
the chancel steps and stands at 
the right of the aisle facing the 
bride as she comes toward him. 

As the procession reaches the 
chance] the ushers djyide, standing 
in a double file to either side of 
the aisle.

It is hard to believe, when stop 
ping in at the tearooms, restau- 
rants, clubs and yes, taverns, see'ng 
the well-groomed business girls of 
today, that they have not plenty of 
leisure time for selection of clothes 
and general grooming. As a cass 
they are correctly garbed and the 
guide they follow for their clothes

HE question of when to start a 
- child in school is always a sub-
